chiefs and also the railway managers. 


PRESIDENT'S APPE'AL 


The President's appeal follows: 


"I deem it my duty any right to appeal to you in this time of national 


peril to open again the questions at issue between the railroads and their 
operatives with a view o* accommodation" or settlement. 


"With my approval a committee of the council of national defense is 


about to seek a conference with you with that end in view. 


"A general interruption of the railway traffic of the country at this 


time would entail a danger to the nation against which I have the right to 
enter my most solemn and earnest protest. 


"It is now the duty of every patriotic man to biing matters of this 


sort to immediate accommodation. 
The safety of the country against mani- 


fest perils affecting its own peace and the peace of the^.whole world 'makes 
accommodation absolutely imperative and seems to me to render any other 
choice or notion inconceivable.''

He permitted card playing, but 
no jjaiiibliner, ami no matter who cauiu 
lie was welcome at the Schmidt home.

would write a lime about the visitor 
and put it with his collection. A trunk 
full of these verses "\ull l>e taken b> 
Arkansas by Schmidt. Several yeais 
ago Schmidt donated baseball grounds 
to the boys of Jerseyvilie lor Sunday 
bull games, but stipulated that the play- 
ers wouid have to attend church first.
